There isn't any 
doubt that if every chauffc ur guilty of 
speeding' was prosecuted the danger 
and nuisance would either be abated 
or the tx rough would r:iise enough 
money to pay for much repairing to 
the streets which rapid running IH 
making necessary.

didacy might not appeal to this or that community so strongly as 
that of some oilier statesman, nowhere could it be belittled or 
called incongruous-.

Throughout the months, while he has 


not conducted an organized, aggressive campaign, his friends aud 
admirers outside of his own state have been decently active.

I have spent the best part of 
my 1 Ife, and many times at the risk of 
my health, working clay and night, to 
help iu my humble way, to bring 
about the nomination and election of 
the men who now hold offices, aa well 
as those who have held office during 
Jie last twenty-Ihe years, both In the 
county und borough, and J am proud 
t« say, that not one of them bus ever 
betrayed his trust, or wus short In 
Ills accounts for they were all men 
above reproach.

If so, 1 
beg to be excused for there are things 
which e\en vultures reject. 


I may be lacking In some things, 


and none of us i- perfect; J may do 
some things whk li ! should not huvi 
done und 1 may have left undone some 
things which i should have done; bu 
I still have a knowledge of right and 
wrong. When It comes to the mat- 
ter of the lawfulness of an act nnd the 
consequent upholding of the civil law 
of our land, those of you who know 
me best, know, Ihatl have sufficient 
manhood combined with loyalty to 
my country, to respect the law and to 
fight for Its maintenance.

throughout the country, were mj 
warm personal friends. Thus by this 
display of conildt nee on their part, by 
electing me as the custodian of their 
interests, they 
conferred an honoi 
which I appreciated and made me fee 
that I would rather lose my good rlghi 
arm than betray that confidence, or do 
ought that would cause the finger o 
suspicion to rest upon me. The safety 
and security of a banking inslitulloi 
depends entirely, .not only upon the 
honesty and integrity of its direct- 
ors, but more particularly upon those 
sterling qualities which raises them 
above the pale of suspicion. Let the 
directors of any banking institution be 
guilty of an act which will draw 
them down from this high pinnacle, 
and suspicion is at once aroused am 
the Institution quickly loses its stand 
ing in the community. So, when 1 
accepted the position of director in the 
Bristol Trust Company, it was with a 
firm determination, that 1 would per- 
form my duties In a manner becoming 
a director of that company, and tha 
by no act or action of m'ine, would j 
betray the Interests of the stockhold- 
ers, who had sufficient confidence in 
me, to elevate me to that position, and 
who were depending upon my honest? 
and integrity to bee that those interests 
were properly guarded and protected 
I thought when I entered the board o: 
directors, that I would associate witt: 
men who held the same high ideals as 
myself regarding the sacredness of a 
public or private trust. 1 though 
that, come what may, that self would 
be subordinated, 
that ' favoritism 


would not be tolerated, that every act 
of the officers of tbe board and com 
pany would be free and open to the di- 
rectors, that nothing would be hidden 
and that the laws of the state and na 
tlon would'be properly regarded ami 
respected. 


When Kev. Johnston was elected 
temporary treasurer of the company, 
at the time of its inception, 1 was not 
In the directorate and consequently 
was not called upon to sign his bond 
Things moved on at an easy pace, 
The new building was erected and per 
manent officers of the company were 
elected. The oflleers of the company 
were entrusted with the duty of seeing 
that the money lield by the temporary 
treasurer, Hev. Johnston, was Umax 
over in its entirety to the new treasur 
cr, Mr. McCoy; This transaction wf 
uuderstood took place and the new 
company opened for business. Tiie 
number of depositors were on the In- 
crease and the future looked bright 
There was no thought in the minds o 
the directors that the retiring temper 
ary treasurer wak short in his accounts 
and that the officers of the company 
were hiding his defalcation from the 
board. Imagine then the sin prise o 
the directors, when, like a thunderbol 
from the clouds they were tnformei 
by a bank examiner from Harrisburg 
that Kev. Johnston, the retiring trens 
urer, was short in his accounts und 
had given a cheek in settlement on 
the Farmers' Nat ional Bank, amount- 
ing to $380.23, tl,at he had not enough 
money In bank to cover the check and 
that the cashier had been carrying tlv 
bogus check as ciish, while the officer: 
of the company had been hiding the 
fact from the board. The trust office 
was sent for and lie, too, declared tha 
he knew nothing of the transaction 
So it seemed that certain officers o 
tbe company, in an endeavor to pre 
vent an exposure of Kev. Johnston' 
shortage had tried to keep the matter a 
secret, and had thus sacrificed thos 
qualities which I have said before 
contribute to the permanency anc 
safety of such un institution. 
Had 
their sympathy with the retlrini 
treasurer been of the genuine kind 
and they had peisonally advanced the 
money out of their own pockets to 
make up the deficit, until it could be 
ascertained whet tier or not the excuse 
given by Rex. Johnston were true 
then their action would have been 
commendable and the public woul 
never have know n. 
When the bank examiner discovers 
the illegal transaction, and the board 
of directors weie informed of the short 
age, he caused ei ery member to sign 
paper which stated that he personally 
had been apprised by the examiner o 
the shortage and would personally se 
that the amount was made good 
Johnston had leceived a check fo 
$100.00 from the Manhattan Trust Co. 
which was the promoter of the loca 
company, 
whlcli amount he hac 
turned over to the directors, thus re- 
ducing the shortage to the presen 
amount, $530.23. A suggestion was 
made at the meeting of the directors, 
that the com] any vote him the 
•mount of his shortage (or services 
rendered during his term as temporary 
treasure:. This C objected to, because 
U would be a violation of the sacred 


rust reposed In me by those who had 
leoted me as a director. I accordlng- 
y protested In strong and vigorous 
enns, during which I made this pro- 
jositlon: I said I was not a membei 
f the board at the time of Bev. Johns- 
Ion's election and hence was not on 
big bond, but that if the directors 
would make up the deficiency, then 
nd there, that I would pay a propor- 
lonate share. 
This they refused to 
wnslder and against my protestation, 
hey voted Johnston J3M.23 ol the 
tockholdera' money as salary, but for 
he express purpose of making up the 
leticlt. 
The" directors who fought 
lardest to pass the motion, were those 
vho were on his bond, and the action 
of the company thus exempted them 
rom any obligation, with regard to 
Jic shortiigo. I discussed the matter 
with a number of the stockholders of 
the Company and in every instance, 
hey agreed with me that it was an 11- 
egal action and upon their suggestion, 
I obtained legal advice, and deter- 
mined that the matter should be made 
right at the ne^t meeting. J notified 
the treasurer, Mr. McCoy, that I had 
obtained legal counsel, so that he 
could notify the directors. 
The action of the board gradually 
caked out and finally Johnston called 
the board of the trustees of his church 
together and told them about the 
rumors which were floating about 
and showed them a receipt in full 
which he had received from the Trust 
Company. 
This gave publicity to 


the maltev find Ihe newspapers took 
it up. Immediately the matter be- 
came public, Johnston tried the game 
of blaming the exposure on the He- 
publlcnn orgiml/iilion, in order to 
tiiile his own culpability. With the 
aid of a Philadelphia Yellow Jour- 
nal, Ills charges against tlie Republi- 
can organization were scattered broad- 
cast. But iu his eagerness to shield 
himself he forgot, that while he 
blamed "Vote" for notifying the In- 
s|>cctor at Harrisburg, tne fact re- 
mained lhat "Pule" knew nothing 01 
the shortage until after the bank ex- 
aminer's visit vas made und the illeg- 
al action of the officers of the Com- 
pany was brought to light. J want to 
say and say it emphatically, and I 
want particularly that Hev. Johnston 
shall hear it, thut, if lo keep iuvio- 
lale the duties imposed on me ns a 
dlreclor in u chartered organisation 
of Ihe slate to which position I wus 
elected by the stockholders us an evi- 
dence of theli confidence in my hon- 
esty and inlerglty ; that if lo stand ill 
in the meeting of the board of dlrccl- 
ors and to fight for the intcicsts of
